He was convicted of killing 
the wealthy Virg inia couple 
near the entrance of 
B o y s 
Town outside Omaha in 1947. 
McCeUand, an ex -carnival 
worker, sig ned a statement 
admitting the killing s near 
Omaha while serving time in 
th e Cotorado State Peniten­ 
tiary . He was charg ed with 
first deg ree murder but was 
allowed to plead g uilty to two 
counts of second deg ree mur­ 
der.

Rowe told the jury , as he 
had done twice before in state 
court, that Wilkins fired a .38- 
caliber shot which killed the 
civil rig hts worker. 
The witness, dressed in a 
dark brown suit with white 
shirt and dark tie, said he 
was in a car with all three de­ 
fendants when they noticed 
Mrs. Liuzzo and the Neg ro, 
19 -y ear-old LeRoy Moton, at 
a traffic lig ht in Selma. He 
said they followed the car for 
approx imately 25 miles with 
Thomas behind the wheel, 
promising repeatedly t h a t 
“We’re g onna take ’em.” 
Finally , he said they caug ht 
up with the car and Wilkens, 
his arm ex tended out the win­ 
dow, fired point biank into 
Mrs. Liuzzo’s head. 
He said Wilkins used a .38 
caliber pistol handed to him 
moments before by Thomas. 
On the day that Mrs. Liuz­ 
zo was slain, Rowe said he 
had accompanied the other 
Klan members to Montg om 
ery on orders from Robert 
Thomas, who 
he identified 
as a superior officer in t h e 
Klan.

That part of the elementary 
and secondary education act 
of 1965 g ranting Nebraska 
public and parochial school 
children $775,000 a y ear for li­ 
brary books, tex ts and visual 
aid eq uipment may be able 
to survive the state’s constitu­ 
tional church-state separation 
barrier. 
Lester Harvey , library con­ 
sultant for the State Educa­ 
tion Dept., reported recent 
conferences touching on the 
prog ram’s leg al aspects indi­ 
cates cooperative situations 
mig ht be found acceptable. 
Under Title 2 of the g iant­ 
sized new federal act, books 
purchased by public school 
districts are to be made avail­ 
able under long -term loans to 
parochial schools. 
The q uestion now being re­ 
viewed by the State Dept, of 
Justice, H a r v e y said, is 
whether this kind of an ar­ 
rang ement violates Nebras­ 
ka’s constitutional prohibition 
ag ainst us i ng public educa­ 
tional funds to benefit non-pub­ 
lic institutions. 
Already the attorney g ener­ 
al’s office has struck down the 
possibility 
of using public 
school teachers to conduct 
classes in private schools. 
Harvey reported U.S. law 
req uires federal funds under 
Title 2 to be spent on the basis 
of need. 
“We are taking the position 
that every school in the state 
has a relatively eq ual and 
critical need for such mate­ 
rial,” Harvey said. 
A three-part formula has 
been roug hed out for allocat­ 
ing funds. Money essentially 
will be directed toward buy ­ 
ing better elementary school 
library services. 
The formula’s heart is a 
school district’s total per pu­ 
pil valuation, according to 
Harvey . 
Schools w i t h considerable 
property wealth behind each 
student would g et less money 
than those on the other end 
of the spectrum.

As many as 60 small Ne­ 
braska hig h schools may be 
recommended nex t y ear for 
placement on the state’s pro­ 
bationary list. 
These w o ul d be schools 
where personal inspection has 
revealed deviations from the 
State Education Dept.’s re­ 
cently toug hened minimum 
rules and reg ulations. 
Historically , probation has 
been the first formal step 
leading to a 
s m a l l hig h 
school’s permanent closing . 
Mel Ol s o n, departmental 
consultant, reported all 78 pub­ 
lic hig h schools now classified 
as approved were visited in 
recent months. 
In virtually every case, Ol­ 
son said, deviations from the 
minimum rules and reg ula­ 
tions were noted. 
In some cases, the rundown 
of violations is a long one. 
55-60 Schools 
Tentative thinking in the de­ 
partment, Olson reported, is 
to recommend the State Board 
of Education in February con­ 
sider putting “55 to 60” schools 
on probation. 
Then, the following y ear, if 
the affected schools have not 
remedied their defects, they 
could be disapproved by the 
State Board. 
A school district on proba 
tion violating any three rules 
can be disapproved. 
When t h a t happens, such 
districts usually fold up be­ 
cause of the economic penal­ 
ties involved in stay ing open. 
No long er can tax -supported 
non-resident students be ac 
cepted. Additionally , district 
property owners become sub­ 
ject to pay ing the non-resident 
property tax levy allowing 
students to attend approved 
hig h schools elsewhere. 
These are fiscal considera 
ti<ms which cause property 
tax es to soar to such a point 
patrons simply eliminate their 
hig h schools. 
Leg al Grounds 
The Nebraska S up r e m e 
Court last y ear found constitu­ 
tional a law g ranting the State 
Board power to establish min 
imum rules for schools, if 
such reg ulations are based 
upon leg islative g uidelines. 
Its leg al flank secured, the 
board then adopted new mini 
mum rules. 
Approved hig h schools now 
are ex pected to have more 
q ualified teachers, have them 
properly assig ned, offer stu­ 
dents academic subjects in 
log ical seq uence and make 
library improvements, among 
other thing s. 
Asst. State Education Com­ 
missioner L e r o y Ortg iesen 
also said the 99 school sy s­ 
tems currently rated as mi- 
nor-accredited — one step 
a bo v e 
approval—may be 
asked to reassess their opera­ 
tions in lig ht of the upg raded 
minimum rules.

Two Wa nt To Quit Army , 
Lea d Ca mpa ig n fo r Pea ce 


Phnom Penh, Cambodia (UPI)—Two American service­ 
men freed by the Viet Cong after two y ears captivity said 
they wanted to q uit the Army and lead a campaig n in the 
United States to end the Vietnam war. 
“The U ni t e d States has 
nothing to g ain from the war 
in Vietnam, for the Viet Cong 
are the people,” the two sol­ 
diers said when they were 
broug ht before a news con­ 
ference here arrang ed by the 
Cambodian g overnment. 
The statement raised th e 
possibility that the soldiers 
had been brainwashed during 
the time they were prisoners 
of war. The Viet Cong an­ 
nounced their release to hon­ 
or anti-war demonstrations in 
the U.S. 
The s o l di e r s are Sg t. 
Georg e E. Smith of Chester, 
W.Va., 
and Sp. 
5 Claude 
D. McClure of Chattanoog a, 
Tenn. 
Sg t. Smith’s mother, Mrs. 
Thomas Potts of Chester, W. 
Va., said her son’s letters 
never indicated such feeling s 
as he ex pressed in Phnom 
Penh but he 
c o ul d have 
chang ed in the two y ears. 
“The Viet Cong treated us 
very well,” McClure said. 
He said they had been doc­ 
tored and interrog ated by the 
captors, but were never beat­ 
en or tortured “which is not 
the case wiUi prisoners of 
Saig on’s troops.” 
It was possible that Mc­ 
Clure did not know of the ex e­ 
cution of another American 
soldier, Sg t. Kenneth M. Rora- 
back, also of Chester, W.Va., 
by the Viet Cong in retaliation 
for the ex ecution of anti-Viet­ 
nam demonstrators in Da 
Nang last September. 
U.S. r e c o r ds show that 
Smith and McClure were cap­ 
tured along with Roraback 
and Sg t. Isaac Comacho, of 
El Paso, Tex ., on Nov. 24, 
1963, when the Communists 
overran a Special 
Forces 
camp at Hiep Hoa 27 miles 
northeast of Saig on. 
Roraback was ex ecuted on 
Sept. 26. Comacho escaped 
last Aug ust. 
McClure said 
t h e r e had 
been other American prison­ 
ers in his POW camp, but he 
could not say how many . 
The Viet Cong representa 
tive at the news conference 
described McClure and Smith 
as “two American friends.” 
Smith, asked about the mor­ 
ale of the South Vietnamese 
g overnment troops, said g ov­ 
ernment ofificers freq uently 
ran away whenever there was 
a fig ht. 
Smith said he was return­ 
ing home “So Americans can 
see the lig ht about the war 
in Vietnam.” 
Both soldiers said they ex ­ 
pected 
“harassment” when 
they g ot home. 
McClure said the Viet Cong 
did not try to indoctrinate its 
prisoners. He said his captors 
g ave him books to read and 
paper for his letters. He said 
he didn’t do much work in the 
camp. 
“The Saig on g overnment is 
not the g overnment of the 
people.” said Smith. “I have 
seen South Vietnamese vil­ 
lag ers who were ready to help 
the Viet Cong .”

If com m ercial rainm aking 
drops water out of the a tm o s­ 
ph ere at one place at the ex ­ 
pense of another, a new doc­ 
trine of w ater rights in t h e 
sky m ay be needed. 
The ex perim ent was dire c t­ 
ed by Prof. Roscoe B rah am 
J r .. à m eteorologist and ph y s­ 
icist in the de pa rtm e nt of geo­ 
phy sical sciences. It showed 
th a t cloud seeding with tiny 
silver iodide cry stals definite­ 
ly causes rain to fall from a 
cloud when it otherwise would 
not.

that 40 to 50 m iles downwind 
of where the seeding beg an, 
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a “ rain shadow” appeared in 
the radarscope scientists used 
to observe seeding effects In 
clouds.

Washin gton (^M)n the basis of Pen tagon -stated objec­ 
tives, the U.S. air war again st North Vietn am is far from a 
success after n early 10 mon ths. 
Based on the same an n oun ced goals, there are some ele­ 
men ts of failure. 


Saigon (UPI) — American 
an d Vietn amese troops Tues­ 
day battered an d repulsed two 
Viet Con g compan ies tryin g to 
overrun a U.S. Special Forces 
camp n ear the Cambodian 
tK>rder in a furious five-hour 
battle. 
Vietn amese 
officers esti­ 
mated that at least 104 Com­ 
mun ists were killed. Ameri­ 
can s on the scen e coun ted 15 
bodies. Allied casualties were 
descrilx^ as **light.” 
The battle was fought in the 
swamps a n d marshes sur­ 
roun din g the Cai Cai Special 
Forces camp about 8 0 miles 
west of Saigon in the Commu­ 
n ist san ctuary kn own as the 
Plain of Reeds. 
A secon d battle broke out 
in Bin h Din h Provin ce 265 
m i l e s n ortheast of Saigon 
where an estimated battalion

the U.S. govern men t, an d are 
supported in a study of other 
in formation available f r om 
the govern men t. 
A main objective of th e 
bombin gs, which began l a s t 
Feb. 7, was to cut down the 
flow of North Vietn amese sol­ 
diers an d supplies in to South 
Vietn am. 
The eviden ce, chielfly th e 
govern men t’s ow n figures, 
shows that despite heavy bat­ 
tle losses Commun ist forces 
in South Vietn am are stron g­ 
er id n umbers than ever be­ 
fore. An d U.S. officials believe 
the en emy has the capability 
of movin g up to four more di­ 
vision s in to South Vietn am 
over the n ext six mon ths. 
More Defian t 
An other major an n oun ced 
goal of the bombin g was to 
prod the North Vietn amese 
in to haltin g their support of 
the Red aggression in th e 
South. Han oi chiefs s e e m 
more defian t than ever. 
In dication s poin t to in ten si­ 
fied U.S. bombin g in the n orth 
aroun d the clock. 
This probably will mean a 
marked rise in the n umber of 
jet combat sorties, n ow aver­ 
agin g about 600 a week. 
It a l s o un doubtedly will 
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mean more U.S. air losses. So 
far, 149 U.S. plan es have been 
down ed. 
The bombin g targets are 
likely to remain essen tially 
the same — mostly bridges, 
roads, railroads an d ferries 
alon g the lin es of commun ica 
tion leadin g through North 
Vietn am. 
Patched Up 
Reports glean ed from diplo­ 
matic sources with con tacts in 
Commun ist N or t h Vietn am 
are that the Commun ists can 
carry on with con siderable 
hardship but n o basic disloca 
tion . 
The U.S. fighter bombers 
are destroyin g much in th e 
target area, these reports say, 
but the North Vietn amese are 
repairin g their roads, patchin g 
up their railroads, fixin g up 
damaged rollin g stock, an d ei 
ther bypassin g da m a g e c 
bridges or gettin g them in to 
usable shape. 
For the presen t, U.S. Air 
Force an d Navy jets are

North Vietn am’s in dustry, the 
irrigation system so vital to 
her food supply, most of her 
power facilities, much of her 
petroleum supply. 
What - has

Accordin g to 
data available here, more 
than 50 bridges have been 
at least temporarily disabled. 
Some lead directly from Red 
Chin a to Han oi. 
B52 Withheld 
U.S. authorities aclmowl- 
edge that the North Vietn a­ 
mese have been able to repair 
their bridges. As soon as the 
bridges are operative again , 
U.S. plan es kn ock them out 
on ce more. 
But U.S. experts con cede 
that a relatively primitive 
econ omy like North Vietn am’s 
is n ot n early s® depen den t 
upon lin es of commun icatimi 
as is a highly developed n a­ 
tion like tlw Un ited States. 
U.S. B52 bombers so far 
have been withheld from the 
war in North Vietn am. Gen ­ 
erally, the B52’s use pattern 
bombin g techn iques. In North 
Vietn am, 
this could mean 
heavy civilian casualties. 
They have been dippin g 
their bombs in South Vietn am 
from about 20.000 feet. 
At 
such an altitude in the n orth 
they would be within kill 
ran ge of the an ti-aircraft mis­ 
siles.

For years Nebrask ans have been fed the 
line that by relying so heavily on the proper­ 
ty tax, government expenditures in the state 
can be k ept from rising and that only the 
adq>tion of t sales or income tax would cause 
toUd taxes to increase.

This contention many times has been 
proven to be a fabrication—actually, an 
outright falsehood. But never has it been 
so thoroughly and so unmistak ably dis­ 
proved as it has by recent facts unfolding 
in the state.

So completely discredited is this old 
argument that no less a defender of the tax 
status quo than Gov. Frank Morrison ack nowl­ 
edges its fallacy. 
Nebrask a must be competitive in salaries 
for education and government generally and 
in providing public services, says the governor. 
Anyone who says “this can be done with no 
increases in taxes is just not realistic,” he 
adds. 
So it is that Nebrask ans are witnessing 
increases this year that are probably un­ 
precedented in the state. The increases are 
coming without any change in the tax sys­ 
tem, since the income tax adopted by the 
Legislature will not go into effect for another 
year. 
■ Thus virtually the full impact of increased 
8i;ttnding is falling on property owners. The 
extent of this impact is exhibited in the study 
by the Nebrask a Tax Research Council of tax 
trends in the 25 largest cities of the state.

The study reveals that residents of 
these cities will be paying an average of 
15.6% more in tangible property taxes for 
the coming year. This covers the support 
of state, county, city, scbool districts and 
state mental patients. 


In Bellevue, where the myth about prop­ 
erty taxes being a spending deterrent is 
especially strong, the increase will be 45%, 
the largest among the 25 cities surveyed. Lin­ 
coln, with the second largest percentage hik e, 
will have a 29.6% bo o st in property taxes. 
Translated into dollars, Lincoln’s increase 
of nearly one-fourth means that the f a m i 
1 y 
which hjss been paying $400 a year taxes on 
a home will now be paying about $500. For 
most families this probably will mean roughly 
$10 a month hik e in home mofrtgage pay­ 
ments if ttiese paiyments include taxes—in ad­ 
dition to similar increases in property taxes 
on their automobiles, household goods and 
other property. 
(Actually, the increase on personal prop­ 
erty, such as household goods, will be even 
greater because taxpayers next year will be 
denied the $200 deduction they have enjoyed 
up to this time.) 
These figures do not tak e into account 
other property taxes which are lik ely to be 
added In the next year, such as the one mill 
levy for special educational service uidts and 
up to two mills that has been authorized for 
regional vocational schools. 
Nor does it reflect the higher excise taxes 
—now among the highest in the country—that 
the Legislature has placed on cigarets, al­

Something needs to be done and public 
support will alone mak e it possible. Some- 
flung can be done. A beginning 
has been 
made. California and Missouri are showing 
the way. Together they are setti^ a pattern 
of judicial reform which is work ing well and 
which is applicable to every state and to the 
Federal bench.

The need is indisputable—and growing. 
It has been pointed out repeatedly by 
SU’ 
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prem« Court justices, by attorneys general; 
it has been cited by reports of the American 
Bar Association. Here are some of the con­ 
ditions which prevaU in most states and which 
prevailed in Caldfomia before the legislature 
acted in 1960: 
—Prolonged absences from the bench, caus­ 
ing urgent cases to pile up. Delayed justice is 
injustice. 
—Two-tflfths of the judges in one county 
were continuously away for 6-month periods. 
—A trial judge in another county losing his 
mental faculties but refusing to resign.

—One judg e held co urt o n Just nine morn­ 
ing s fo r two y ea rs, ex pla ined he ha d a hea rt 
co nditio n. It didn’t keep him fro m pla y ing 
g o lf.

Then, after long and for a time appar­ 
ently hopeless advocacy by bar associations 
and others, the California legislature created 
a nine-man commission of five judges, two 
lawyers and two laymen to investigate all 
complaints and empowered the commission 
to recommend to the State Supreme Court 
retirement or removal of judges. 
During its first four years this Califor­ 
nia Commission on Judicial Qualifications re­ 
ceived 344 complaints and caused the removal 
or retirement of 26 judges. A few others quit 
as soon as the complaints were initiated.

Need s Buttress 
But a system for removal of incompe­ 
tent Judges needs the buttress of a better sys­ 
tem for selecting judges. This is where the 
Missouri Plan, now in its 25th year of suc­ 
cessful operation, shows what can be done. 
Under the Missouri Plan, which is strong­ 
ly advocated by the American Judicature 
Society, judges are proposed by a non-parti­ 
san lawyer-layman commission.

The governor is required 
to appoint from 
the lists submitted by the commission. Later, 
to hold his post, the judge must run unopposed 
so that the public may determine whether he 
merits retentio n. The sy stem wo rks well.

Both of these reforms need 
to be vigor­ 
ously promoted. There is no need 
to stand 
around waiting for someone else to start. One 
way to begin is to put together dtizeos com­ 
mittees on the courts in

Freight Car Shortage” states 
that the railroads “have be­ 
come less and less able to 
handle this tremendous na­ 
tional responsibility, largely 
due to a persistent and wor­ 
sening shortage of boxcars.”

new . . . “it has been attack ed 
half-heartedly, if at all, by 
the railroad industry and the 
federal government.”

about it. U.S. railroads are 
spending a billion dollars 
this year — fully two-thirds 
of their total $1.63 billi(m 
calp- 
ital improvement program— 
to buUd and modernize freight 
cars. During the first nine 
months of this year, Class I 
lines added nearly 50,000 new 
freight cars and made exten­ 
sive repairs to approximate­ 
ly 132,000 units. 
Overall Class I freight car 
ownership as of Oct. 1 totaled 
1,488,145 including 584,578 box­ 
cars. Compared with a year 
ago, the nation’s freight car 
fleet declined by 90,305 units, 
or just 0.06%. 
The reduction in the box­ 
car fleet has been substanti­ 
ally offset by the installation 
of other types of equipment 
such as covered hoppers, au­ 
to-rack cars and piggyback 
of truck trailers on flatcars 
fo r 
handling 
commodities 
formerly moved in boxcars. 
In turn, many standard box­ 
cars, freed from handling 
these movements, 
b e c om e 
available for other commodi­ 
ties. 
Numbers of freight cars do 
not tell the whole story of car 
supply. With the post-war 
trend to larger units, car 
capacity has been steadily 
rising. Average capacity of 
freight cars installed in re­ 
cent months is 79 tons, com­ 
pared with 54 tons for those 
which have been retired.

Certainly the governor has “every right 
to set the rules” for any k ind of show that he 
sponsors. The question is whether he has the 
authority to call his show an art show. 
*

* 
Restrictions on art exhibitions generally 
involve only such externals as size and wheth­ 
er the show will consist of watercolors or oil 
painting. But the precious right to decide what 
is significant content for his art is left to the 
unique vision of the individual artist. Whether 
“recognizable” or non-objective means 
wi l l 
best convey his meaning is also left to his 
descretion. 
“To instill a new-found pride in the state,” 
the governor’s expressed intention for the 
show, is a narrow and questionable goal for 
any “art” show. It is a legitimate goal for 
Chamber of Commerce literature, Nebrask a 
Game Commission tracts or travel posters. 
But blatant propaganda is not a goal of the 
fine arts (at least in a free society). 
Traditionally artists have look ed beyond 
the specific time, the specific place and the 
particular situation which the governor’s rules 
demand. Even in “recognizable” paintings, 
timely concerns have yielded to more endur­ 
ing values, and provincial subjects have giv­ 
en themselves to themes of universal signifi­ 
cance.

Fo rsa k e Rea lism 
I am not trying to set up my own defini­ 
tio n of art. I would merely indicate that the 
Nebrask ana Show would deliberately for­ 
sa ke the realms of universal truths and in­ 
tense 
soul-searching 
for 
“down-to-earth 
scenes a nd situations.”

An honest look at the world often leads 
an artist to the conclusion that, without the 
rose-colored glasses, barns are not red after 
all. Some are a rather decaying gray color. 
Nebrask ans share with people tiie world 
over the same struggles and sorrows, the 


same weak ness and strife and fears as well 
as the same hopes and joys and love of beauty. 
To turn one’s back on any one of 
t he s e 
characteristics is to tak e the shallow view and 
to overlook contemporary life, humanity, and 
eternity. 
The concerned artist is realistic not so 
much in his manner of depicting objects as in 
his view of life. 
Representing something in a “recogniz- 
able” way is not what mak es a pai nt i ng 
great. A Chinese poem 
says in part: “He who 
values a painting for its resemblance, ha s 
the critical faculty near to that of a child.” 
Some people might want to assume that

Let us not insult the intelligence of tiie 
people of Nebrask a by deciding for them that 
all they can understand are pretty post card 
views of familiar things.

Whether intended or not, most people in 
or out of the state will assume that a “Gov­ 
ernor’s Art Show” does indeed represent the 
artistic output of this state. Shall we give the 
impression that Nebrask a artists are the 
njost shaUow sort, outside the real tradition 
of art? 
Is Nebrask a merely a charming histori­ 
cal relic? A land where forward-look ing pio­ 
neers are extolled as ancestors but who to­ 
day are considered an embarrassment and 
officially ignored? 
Do we really “enchance the image of Ne­ 
brask a” by openly refusing to recognize the 
truly probing, creative personalities in 
0 u r 
midst? 
An art exhibition is not a bad way to 
celebrate a state’s 100 years of life. But let 
it be an open, mature show sponsored by 
someone concerned enough with the ’artistic 
potential of the state to scrap limitations 
which circumvent the very nature of art.

Ro lland Harr, ex ecutiv e 
directo r o f Linco ln’s Air- 
pmt Autho rity , said th e 
plan, to bo co mpleted by 
nex t spring, includes: 
—Widening terminal turn­ 
ing lanes to reliev e traffic 
co ngestio n. 
—Co nstructing curbs and 
gutters alo ng tho access 
ro ads.

“T h e presen t arran ge­ 
men t h as cau sed u s traffic 
con gestion problems,” aaid 
Harr.

Du an e Earl Pope was de­ 
scribed ' Tu esday as a man 
who “h as a v e ry great deal of 
u n derly in g an ger an d bitter­ 
n ess” bu t n on eth eless was n ot 
actin g “u n der th e in flu en ce of 
an u n con trollable or irresisti­ 
ble impu lse” wh en h e robbed 
th e Big Sprin gs ban k of $1,. 
586 an d killed th ree person s. 
The seco nd psy chiatrist to 
testify fo r the pro secutio n, Dr. 
Jo ln M. Macdo nald o f Den­ 
v er, said Po pe’s btttemess 
Stemmed fro m an unhappy 
eidldlio o d and the feeling af­ 
ter he graduated fro m co llege 
that he had “ wasted fo ur 
y ears” and was still unpre- 
pared fo r life. 
Dr. Macdon ald s a i d h e 
spen t more th an 15 h ou rs talk­ 
in g with Pope last week an d 
th e pictu re h e gain ed of th e 
defen dan t was on e of a “sch iz­ 
oid person ality ” wh o was n ot, 
ho wev er, th e v ictim of sch izo« 
phrenia. 
The psy chiatrist ex plained 
that “ schizo id” is merely a 
perso nality catego ry while 
schizo phrenia is a psy cho tic 
state o f mind. 
“ I co uld no t find any ev l- 
dence o f schizo phrenia,” th e 
do cto r said o f his ex amina- 
tiOM. 
He described Pope as a 
“tall, sh y man ,” bu t wen t on 
to say th at an y on e wh o was 
presiden t of h is sen ior class in 
high sch ool, captain of th e 
basketball t ea m, all-con fer­ 
ence en d in college football 
and well-liked by ev ery on e was 
no t a v ery “with drawn ” sch iz­ 
o id person . 
Dr. Macdon ald said “th ere 
is no qu esti<» th is sh ootin g 
o f people was ou t of ch aracter 
for th is man .” Bu t h e argu ed 
th at th e crime was n ot n eces­ 
sarily in dicativ e of an y men ­ 
tal disorder. 
He said Po pe was incapable 
o f ex pressing ho stile feelings 
but then added: “ In my ex ­ 
perience, it is no t unusual fo r 
peo ple inhibited in their ex ­ 
pressio n o f ho stility .. . that 
when they do ex press it, it’s 
in an ex treme fo rm.” 
Again h e stressed th at th is 
doesn ’t m e a n th e person is 
n ecessarily men tally ill. 
The psy ch iatrist told h ow 
Pope ex pressed to h im a feel­ 
in g o f fru stration in con n ec­ 
tion with h is college gradu a­ 
tio n. He said Pope felt h is col­ 
lege degree prepared h im for 
no thing an d h e was “n o bet­ 
ter off” th an wh en h e en tered 
co llege. 
Dr. Macdon ald said th e 22- 
y ear-o ld Kan san told h im h ow 
he “grew u p in fear” of h is 
parents, especially h is fath er, 
who se span kin gs y ou n g Pope 
often felt were u n ju st. 
Th e doctor said th at ev en 
n ow Pope feels h is paren ts 
treat h is y ou n ger broth ers an d 
sisters badly . 
Referring to the crime it­ 
self and the ev ents leading up 
to it. Dr. Macdo nald said the 
making o f a silencer and 
breastplate “ in the o pen” was 
“ ev idence o f ambiv alence and 
no t schizo phrenia.” 
He said it was a “disgu ised 
appeal for h elp.” 
Th e fact th at Pope drov e 
arou n d th e Big Sprin gs ban k 
a few times an d waited u n til 
th ere was n o on e arou n d be­ 
fore en terin g it sh owed th at h e 
was capable of con trollin g h is 
beh av ior, Dr. Macdon ald said. 
Dr. Macdo nald said he sim­ 
ply “ didn’t kno w” Po pe’s mo ­ 
tiv e fo r the crime. “ I think 
this man underneath had a 
great deal o f Mttemess and 
resentment,” was his o nly at­ 
tempt at an ex planatio n. 
Th e ju ry was told Mon day 
th e wide v arian ce in testimon y 
presen ted to th em by men tal 
ex pats f r th e defen se an d 
prosecu tion was a resu lt of 
“differen t ph ilosoph ies” 
of 
psy ch iatry . 
Dr. Grov es Blake Smith , an 
Alton , 111., psy ch iatrist testify ­ 
in g for th e prosecu tion at tlie 
trial was almost in diametri­ 
cal disagreemen t with testi­ 
mon y giv en earlier by psy ­ 
ch iatrists for th e defen se. 
“We are lookin g at th e same 
tilin g,” Dr. Smith ex plain ed, 
“bu t seein g it from a differen t 
an gle.” 
He taid the defense psy cfai- 
atriite bated their o pinio ns 
“ o n a psy cho analy tical phil- 
lo so phy which I hav e no t ac­ 
cepted. There is a difference 
in ear training.” 
“I can on ly presen t my in ­ 
terpretation ,” h e added. “It is 
u p to th e ju ry to decide wh ich 
is correct.” 
Dr. Smith said mon ey was 
th e motiv atin g factor in th e 
Ju n e 4 robbery of th e Big 
Sprin gs ban k in wh ich th ree 
person s were killed an d $1,598 
taken .

Bu t 
the $50,000,000 finaly requ est­ 
ed was cu t in half at the 
last minu te before Cong ress 
adjou rned. 
Already it appears that nex t 
nex t y ear’s bu dg et may ru n 
ov er $105 billion, and cou ld 
easily be closer to $110 bil­ 
lion. 
It was disclosed for the first 
time ov er the weekend that 
this y ear’s bu dg et wou ld ru n 
between $105 and $107 billion. 
When annou nced last Janu ary 
it was $9 9 .7 billion. 
Medicare Unaffected 
One basic g reat society pro­ 
g ram, Medicare, will not be 
affected. It is financed larg ely 
ou t of Social Secu rity tax es, 
and is not a part of the reg u ­ 
lar bu dg et. 
The key problem now is how 
mu ch the Vietnam war is g o­ 
ing to cost in fiscal 1967. 
Cong ress will be asked to 
prov ide special fu nds to help 
finance the war in su plemen­ 
tal appropriations soon after 
it comes back in Janu ary .

Defense Secretary Robert 
McNamara said it was clear
